(though but {mall ) informed with the 
fubftantial Grounds of thofe ¢almoft 
infinite Arts) to wit, of Magick and Aftrology, 
both which, by reafon of a fatal deprivation of 
thefe latter times, and the moft of men, have 
fallen under the moft deteftable Notions that 
it were poflible to brand them withall, the 
which did arife byreafon of thofe many wick- 
ed and abominable Practifes of fome men, 
whofe whole Soul hath been fet forth ‘to its 
Liberty to converfe with the Reprobate Pow- 
ets of Darknefs , whofe Diabolical Praétifes 
have been by them {hrouded.under the Name 
of Magick and Aftrology, when as indeed they 
have not in the leaft meafure been acquainted 
with the true knowledg eitherof the Creator, 
or ofthofe moft glorious refults of his wifdom 
and power in thofe many & excellentCreatures, 
which are the Images of his Glory, and in the 
which {more then the moft of men are ac- 
quainted with ) he takes pleafure to be conver- 


fant; for his delightis. in the inhabitable ag 
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ofthe Earth, and his chief Recreation (iff may 
fo fpeak without offence) amongft the poor de- 
generate Sons of men, whofe love is fuch, that 
he hath in a moft condefcending way wrapped 
himfelf about with the whole Creation, that 
none might be ignorant of his Excellency ; and 
in this way many of thofe Hermitick Spirits, 
who renounced the vain beauty of the meaneft 
of the Appearances of the World, came to have 
thofe moft excellent and admirable Manifefta- 
tions, which produce admiration in me, when 
I confider that we who profels our felves to 
know and to converfe with our God ina more 
immediate way,yet come fhort of {ome of thofe 
holy Souls, who wereignorant of all buc this 
indwelling of the firft Caufe in the creature. But 
Imuftexpect, and that frem thofe that are not 
a little learned in their own Opinion, and no 
lefle knowing in the Myfteries of God in their 
conceits, to be all to be Devil'd for my labour 
inthis work. butto fuch I fay , that their grofs 
Ignorance fhall be punifhed with Tantalus tor- 
ment, and their Sifypus Robberies of us the 
Commonalty (under their {pecious pretence of 
a divine Right) with anendlefs toyl. Reader, 
thefe are the Arts,and efpecially that of Magick, 
which as to our Englifh Nation hath worn the 
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ked invifible . bur now 
chou hearelt ic {peaking in thy own Diale€t not 
eyed ind Garatin knot of inipofhbilities, ‘but 
may be exbetimented by theelit thy fecret genius 
can but foar(o high; butforeT am, with pol- 





Nuted hands) and a fond conceit of thy felfin re- 


{pe& of thy knowledg |’ thou art'hot able to do 
anythingin it; there is more divine corre{pon- 
dency required then thou art aware of, or may 
be then thou art capable to receive : Thou mutt 
not expe with a twinifh affection to draw ce- 
Jeltial Vircues with thy earthly grumtlings: no ¢ 
ifthou canftatcain a divine Rapture; “and ht 
thy Soul’and its Attendants from that dar 

Dungeon of Earth, and looféned from thate 
curfed Fetters of fin, thou art the man which 
art fit to receive power from thofe bleffed Intel- 
ligences, and mayft do wonders in thy genera- 
tion. I have in the Magical part of this reatife 
followed the method of that moft admirable 
Agrippa, whole learned Works Ido profels I 
honor above all the Books in the world, except 
the Sacred Writ: What I have writ is not a-- 

steeable to thofe forid ahd foolifh Do@rines of 
many old doting women,who that they might 
be thought to’have a divine Power, that as 4pn- 
leis faith, they cat throw down the Heavens, 


lift 
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lift up the Earth, harden Fountains, wafh away 
Monntains, raile up infernal Spirits, command 
Ghofts, caft down the Gods, extinguifh the 
Stars; and enlighten even Hellitfelf; whereof 
many! confefs areas well of a falacious opini- 
on,as{uperftitious diligence,and pernicious and 
deadly.endeavor, for when that they cannot 
appear in publique under the practife of a wick. 
ed.and Diabolical Art,yet they are fo audacious 
4s to-prefume to think that they are capable to 
cloke themfelves under the honorable Name of 
Magick » the which hath; caufed amongft the 
moft of men an inveterate hate to the very 
name;which isiexceeding good and. commend. | 
able. I wifh chat thofe who are but flenderly 
acquainted.in the Principals thereof may not 
bring’ a difhonor upon it by their boafting of 
abilities to produce Wonders, and are not able 
to operate any thing but what is common to 
every Nature, it is fuch a Myftery that it is 
found out and attained but by a very few, but 
grofly abufed almoft of all. 

Therefore I: commend this finall Treatife 
only tothe true Sons. of Minerva,who are alone 
able to judg of it, and whofe Cenfure I only va- 
lue; if any imperfection be init, let this take 
offthe blot of my difhonor, to wit, my tender

But feeing that the Author hath put hm tif upon 
the Stage, and become fome Priefts Champion, and hath proclaim- 
ed the Victory and Conqueft over thofe two excellent Arts of

Trt, for AZagick. (miftake menot) I go not about to juftific 
pall. Arts, whichare falfly called fo; but for A@agick it felf, 
which Art (faith AZirandula) few underltand, and many repre- 
hend ; as Dogs bark at thofe they know not, fo they hate and 
condemn the things they underftand not: And it is too true, as 
one faith, that many men abhor the name and word ( Adagos J 
becaule of Simon Magus, who being notindeed Afagus, but 
Goes (that is) familiar withevil fpirits, uiurped: thac Tile For 
Magick, Conjuriag, and Witchery, are far differing Arts, which 
Pliny being ignorant of, {coffed thereat: But AZagus isa Perfi- 
ax word, whereby is expreft fuch a oneas is altogether conver- 
fant in divine things; Aad (as P/ato affirmesh) that the Art of 
Magick is an Art of worlhiping of God. Andfornecimes the 
word Af/agus isa Nameof him thatis aGod by Naturéy, and 
foinetimes.of him that is converfant in the fervice: and: worfhip of 
God: inthe latter fence it is taken, Adatth.-2..1. And this isthe 
highelt kinde, which Piccolominy called Divine Adayick:: and 
thefe.are they that are'called'wi/e men ; For the! fear and'worthip 
of God is the beginning of knowledg::. And thefe: aré the men 
which the Greeks called Philofophers; the Egyptians vermed thems 
Priests ; withthe: Hebrews’ they were calledi@ababh Sts; Prox 
poets, Scribes and. Pharifees ;, amongl the Babylonians they 
were differenced by the names of Chaldeans: amongft the Perm 
fians, Magicians: And therefore one {peaking of ( Hoftawes:) one 
| of: the. ancient: Magicians, wfert. thefe. words; Hévras one vho. 
: J afcribed. 
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Mazick ( Aftrology vindicated, 3 
afcribed the due Majefty tothe true God: He alfo hath delivered, 
that there are Devils earthly and Wandering, and Enemies to 
Mankinde. So alfo thelate Kings Father, in his Book of Dame- 
ology, confeffech, that in the ‘Perfan Tongue the word ( AZ2- 
gus) mports as much as. 4 Contemplator of Divine and Heavenly 
Sciences : and healfo avoweth, that under the name of AZagick 
untruly all diabolical and wicked Arts.ate comprehended. And is 
_ it not fo indeed, when thofe that profefs themfelves PraCticioners 
im the AZagick Are, ag the Author of that ridiculous Pamphilec 
eerms himfelf, fhould not be able co diftinguifh betwixt chat 
which is AZagick truly, and what is falfly termed fo ? For chat 
Magick which the late Kings Father did condemn, was that, 
wherein the Devil isa party, and not that lawfal AZagick which 
he juftifies, the which he doth diftinguith from Necromancy, 
> Witchcraft, and the reft ; of all which he hath writlearnedly. So 
alfo we read in the fecond of Daniel of four kindes of wife men, 
viz, Inchanters, and the AStrelogians, Sorcerers, and Chalde- 
ans: The firft, according to the Opinion of fome, were Philo- 
fopbers, according to the Note of Vatablus, which is this, chat 
the AZagi are the fame with the Barbarians, asthe Phjlofophers 
are with theGrecians, (that is to fay) Men that profes the know- 
ledg of all chings both divine and humane: And according to.the 
Opinion of that worthy Gentleman Sit #7alter Rawley, whofe 
words are thefe; That the Greeks andthe Exglij call them In. 
chanters; fanius, Magicians; Caftalion, (onjetturers ; and 
in the Syrian they are all four called by one name, viz. the wife 
wen of Babel. | 

The fecond fort fanius and ont English call Aftrologians ; Fee 
romand the Seprnagint, Magicians, 3 

The third kinde the Seprua zine calls Witches or Poyfuers, our 
Englith, Sorcerers. Nhat ee 

The fourth fort wete Chaldeans, who. profeft themfelves to - 
be able to foretell the Events of things, both Naturaland Humane: 

There isakinde of Adazick,, being part of Ajtrofogy, which 
hathirefpect to Sowing; and Planting, and all kindes of Peden 
which is nothing elfe but the knowledg of the sotions and infin. 
ences Of the Stars in thele lower Elements. 
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4 Magick. > Aftrology vindicated, 

Andas Philo-Judcus athirmeth, That by this part of A¢agick, 
or Affrology, together with the Motions of the Stars. and Hea- 
venly Bodies, 4brabans found out the Knowledg of the true God, 
while he lived in Chalde ; And, as one faith, He knew the Cre- 
ator by his centemplating onthe Creature, And f ofephus report- 
eth, that Abraham taught the Egyptians firft in the Art of 4stro-" 
nowy and Arithmetick, which before that, they had no know- 
ledg of them: And, according to the faying of another Author, 
that Abraham, the holielt and wifeft of men, did firft teach the 
Chaldeans, then the Phenicians, and laftly the Egyptian Prielts, 
A Strology and Divine Knowledg. . 

But there is another kinde of AZagick, which doth contain the 
whole Philofopby of Natwre,whichis that which bringeth to light 
the hidden Vertues, and drawing them out of Natures Bofom, and - 
converting them to humane ules, by applying thofe things that 
work to thofe that fuffer ; and thus it is defined. 


A Definition of Magick, 


Agick is the Connexion of Natural Agents and Patients, 

anfwerable each to other, wrought by a wife man, to the 

bringing forth of fuch or fuch effeéts, as are wondertul to thofe 
that know not their Caufes. 

And this ts that which hathJayn under terms of Ignominy to 
this day: Ignorance producing Admiration, and Admiratton 
Sufpicion, and then an undeferved Cenfure paft upon the work, or 
action, terming it tobe Diabolical ; and fo attributing the fecret 
workings, which the divine Wifdom hath placed in the fecret ba- 
fom of Nature, toa Diabolical Power and Property, when,it is 
nothing elfe but a mutual application of Natural Vertues, Agent 
and Snffcring reciprocally : And chofe that were converfant in this 
excellent Science in former times, were otherwife thought of, 
then now they are. For, as Pescer truly obferveth, that the 1Za- 


" gi were the chief Minifters. of the Per fian Religion, as the Levites. 


were among{t Gods people, and. they were given to the ftudies of 
true Philofophy : neither could any be Kings of the Perfians, who 
had not been firft exercifed in the myfteries and: knowledg of the 
Mogi, And this lawful 4Zagick, which I do.here {peak of, was 
com- 






































| Magick @ Ajtrolog yvindicated, 
commended by Origen, that learned man, .who.doth moft ingenu- 
oufly declare, That it doth appertain to the practick part of Na- 
tural P hilefaphy . teaching. to, work admirable. things by the mu- 
tual application of Natural Vertucs. “And ferom, in his Commen- 
taries upon Danicl, ufeth thefe words; Bur common .cuftom 
(faich he) taketh. AZegicians for Witches, who are otherwife re- 
puted in their own Nation, for they are the ‘Philofophers of the 
Chaldeans = yea Kings and Princes of that Nation do all that they 
do according tothe knowledg.of chat Att: whence, at the Nati- 
vity of the Lord our Saviour, they firft of all underltood his Birth ; 
and coming unto Bethlehem. did worthip the Childe, the Star 
from above fhewing him unto them. 

So it isclear, that there is a great deal of difference between the 
Dodtrine of a Magician truly, and. the abnfe of the word. But 
if you will beleeve the Author of that Pamphler, he will cell you 
that. he isa AZagician in thefe our days, who having entered a 
combination with the Prince of Darknefs, ufeth his help in any 


~ matter; burthe Art of AZagic® is of the wifdom of Nature :. Bur 


as for other Arts,. which have aflumed the Title of AZagick , they 
were invented by the fabrilcy and falfhood of the Devil; and in 
this there is none other Doétrine, then the ufe of certain Ceremo- 
nies by an evil and wicked faith: in the other none evil, bur the 
inveftigation of thofe admirable Vertues, and occult Properties, 
which that infinite Wifdom hath beftowed and. given to his Crea- 


tures; and how fitly to apply thofe things that are to work, to. 
thofe things that are to fuffcr. And thofe men that were fudious 


in this Arc. were called the 4Zagi, which ( Peter Adartyr {aith). 
the Ancients underftood to. be good ana wife men, And as Ficinus 
faith, O thou fearfulone, why doubreft thon toufe the name of 
Magus, a name gracious in the Gospe/, which doth not fignifiea 
Witch, ora Conjurer, buta wsfe man, and a Prief ? And what. 
hath brought fo much flander upon this exccllent knowledg, but 
bafe and idle Ignorance, which indeed is tie mother of Admirati- 
on? Bur give meleave co go yetfurther: This Are doth not onely 
enable us in the true knowledg of chofe fecrec Vertues which are 
wrapped up in the bofom of Nature, but ic may in fome meafure 
bring us to the true knowlcdg of the Divinity of Christ ; and to. 
ae ide oa iat ps ufe:

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ufé Afprandela’s words; For by under Standing (faith he) the wt- 
moft attivity of Natural Agents, we are affifted to know the Di- 
vinity of Chrift ; for otherwife, the terms and limits of Natural 
Power and Vertue not rightly underftood, we maft needs doubt 
whether thefe very works Which Chrift aid, may not bedone by 
natural means; and therefore I fay not heretically, nor (ueperfiti- 
onfly, but moft truly and catholiquely, that by ach Magick we 
are furthered im knowing the Divinity of Chrift. And feeing the 
jews; and other the Enemies of Chriftian Religion, do impu- 
dently and Hie objett, that thofe Miracles which Chrift 
Wrought were not above Nature, but by the exqnifice knowledge 
thereof performed ; and as that learned Doctor Stamghton fair 
ina fmall Treatife of his, that the 7ews have a blafphemous Fable, 
that our Saviotir fotind out the righe pronunciation of the Name of 
God, the Tetragrammaton, and that wrought ull his Miracles, 
But A7irandula, aman for his years fuller of the knowledg of Na- 
ture, then any of thefe latter timés, might with Reafon avow, 
that the utmoft limits of Natures works being known, that the 
works which Chrift did (which no man could do) do manifeftly 
declare of themfelves, that they were wrought by a Hand which 
eld Nature herein but as a penfil, and by a Power infinitely Su- 
preme and Diviné. But onthe contrary, there thay be many won- 
derful cffects brought to pals, by the Magical operation of Na- 
tural Vertues, firchasmay produce no fmall adthiration mn thofe 
that underftand not the fecret workings and products of thofe ver- 
tues ; for it is undoubtedly crue, that all Secondary Canfes do ne= 
ceffarily work, and neceffarily produce their proper effets, by ver- - 
tut of that Connexion that they have with the frit Caufe, and cor- 
réfpondency that they have to thofe divine Patterns and eternal 
Ideas, whence tvery thing hath its determinate place in'the Ar- 
chitype, whence it lives and draws it original, and the verttie of 
all things, aS of Stones, Hetbs, Mecdls, living Creatures; ' and il 
which are from God are placed ; who although he works by the 
Intelligences and Heavens upon thefe infetior things, yet fome- 
times thofe A7Zedia’s being let alone, ot their Miniffey fufperidéd, 
che Art Catife doth then work of it fF, which works are chen call- 
ed Miracles; Fot whereas, by the command and order as 5

Ganle, the fecondary Ganfes (which P/ard, and others, ealls fer

vething’ and‘ raling; and'next from the Afpects of the Stars difpo+ 
fing, ancbfurther from che’ difpaféd: Compliance of the Elements:

with Hymos, praifing together the higheft workman. 

By the crue knowledg of what hath been fpoken, many and 
great things may be done, by the coupling and joyning of the 
Powers and Vertues of the Superiors with their Patients, the In- 
feriors agreeing and correfponding therewith. 

This tstruly AZagick , and athing much.to be honored and 
eftcemed; This is the moft high and worthieft Science in the 
World, lawful in allthe parts of ic, free from all evil encambran.. 
ces,and diabolical practices, voyd of Superstition, a great means _ 
to attain the higheft knowledg of that infinite Wifdom and Pow- 
er, who hath created all things inorder and form, and who ruleth 
in.and over all things by his Miniftring Powers, whom he hath fet 
over all things in their feveral orders, for the di/tribution of his 
Power and Vertue (as the firft Original of all Power and Vertue) 
toall things, according to the fore.decree of the firft Caufe, with 
arefpect had to the watter receiving; and this Power. and. Ver- 
twehath a ftedfaft caufe, not by chance or accident, but effectual: 
and potent, and not failing, doing nothing in vain,nor fruitlefs.; by: 
it thofe Powers exifting in the nature of all things are moved, the 
which Powers are the operations of the Idea’s, under the chief 
Caufe, which donot err, but by the impurity and inequality of 
the matter > forceleftial Influences may be hindered by the confu- 
fion and unfitnefs of the matter receiving, whence the Platonicks 
had that Proverb, That Celeftial Vertues were infufed, according 
to the defert of the matter: Wherefore in thofe things, ney 
“AR a which 
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Magick and cA ftrology vindicated, 9 
which thefe Celestial Powers and Virtues are lefs drowned and 
incumbered in the matrer receiving, have more powerful operati- 
ons,'and produce more admirable effets, when thofe things are fit- 
ly colle&ted, prepared,and duly applyed to their Patient, the which 
application ftirs tp that fecret and hid virtwe of the Agent, and 
produceth the like gva/ity in the thingannexed.) Asforinftance ; 
Salt, the {ecret virtue of which lieth htd in it {clf,uncil thac there is 
annexed to it a reciprocal matter, which moves and dtirsoupithac 
virtue, fo that it is infufed into the matter joyned to it, the which 
matter, according to the gvalry of its recervingnefs, is alfo able to 
infufe the like property into other things joyned toit. So alfo the 
Load-fpone doth infule its fecret virtze’ into /rom, approaching 
near'to it, and dothfo falten the virtue to the Jrom, that it is able 
al{o'to draw /rox to it felf; anfwerable to that power of Atiracis- 
om that it hath received from the Load-ftone ; and this arifes 
from that reciprocal property whichis in the matter affected, » the 
which is wrought: upon, ‘and*moved by the /ecret. virtue of the 
Agent applyed, Thisalfo we find to be produced:upon the Infe- 
riors, by thé virtue and influence of the Superiors, for the Cele {tial 
Powers do work the like in Terreftials ; for we fee that the A200x 
doth attract the vaft body of the Waters, fo that they anfwer in 
their ebbings and Alowings thofe diverfiry of Points that fhe curs 
in the Heavens in her Diurnal Motion. Solikewile the Heliotre- 
pium, that feber Hetb, who correfponds with the motion of the 
Sun by afecret virtue, which doth declare that there is fomething 
of the San and Afoons virtue infufed, by the which they are 
wrought to’ fuch obedience. “Doth not the Marigold, and many 
other fowers; open their blofloms at the Swzs rifing, as if they did 
rejoyce at his approach, and fold themfelvesin, as if they mourned 
for his departure? All which is from sthac fecret Agreement and 
Corréfpondency of their wirtwes. For my own part, Iam per- 
{waded, that all things that are under the Lunet Globe in this infe- 
tior world, fubjeét to generation and corruption, they are alfo in 
the Celeftial world, but ‘ina certain celeftial manner; fo alfo in 
the Intelle@tual world, bat of a far more perfect and betrer Lamp, 
and laftly moft perfect in the Architype : And in this order every 


thing below doth anfwer to its Superior, and by it to the higheft, 
C accord- 
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according to its proper kind, and doth receive virtue from them, 
from the Heavens indeed, that Celeftial Force,which fome call the 
Middle Natare, or the {pirit of the world; end fromthe Intel- 
leQtual world,that {piritual & living Vapour,being every tranfeen- 
dent virtve quilifying ; and laftly from the Archirype, by thefe 
means between ( according to its degree) the original force of all 
Perfection. : 

Hence every thing may be fitly reduced, from thefe Inferiors to 
the Stars, from them to the /wtelligeuces of the fame, and from 
thence to the Architype,out of the order of which all Adagick and 
fecret “Philofephy doth flow ; for dayly fome wateral thing is 
drawn by Are, and dayly fome divine thing is drawn by Nature, 
which whea fome of the learned Eg yptiaws did behold, they call- 
ed Nature it felf a Magician, thats to fay, the Magical Force it 
felf, in the Attraction of the like by the like, and of things agreeing 
by things tharagree; and the Grecks called {uch «4ttratisons, by 
the wnreal Agreement of Supertor with Inferior between them- 
fclves, Symparhy. ip a laee 

As for inftance: We know that inithe Elements, Water agrees 
with Eerth in Coldnels; Water with yr in Moiftnefs, dyr with 
Firein Heat, Fire withthe Heavens inthe Afateria. So Met- 
tals agree with Plants inicheir Unfenfiblenefs, Pdants with Azi- 
mals in Growing, Animals with AZan in Sence, Adan with An- 
gels in Underftanding, Angels with God in'Iaymortality. » Se-alfo 
Stones and Metrals agree with Plaats, Plaats with Animals, 
Animals with the Heavens, the Heavens with the Jatelligences, 
and thofe with the Divise Properties and artribates, aad with 
God himklf.. So the Divinity anfwets tothe Adivd, the Adind 
to the Undéer/tundine, the Under ftanding to the Intentions, the 
Jutentions to the Riprefentation, ithe Repr¢[catatvon to the Re- 
ceiving it, the Recerving to the Senfes, ant at laft the Saxfes to. 
therhngit {df Forfnchis: thebindingtegether and continuity 
of Nature; thacchatevery Superior virtue doth difperfe yts:beams - 
through cvery'Isferio: :hing, by alongand ¢ondaned ttpk, flows 
even to the cine : ‘And the Loteriorsido evdn seach €0 the tigh- 
eft by their fewerul ‘Sndcriors, for Yo-the dinferiors Are@mmoxed to 
the Saperiors by gach ocher, tho the dnfinente feboat shinies ieee 
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Magick ( Aftrology vindicated, 14 
fir Canfe, as it were a certain Chain ftretched out, proceedeth 
even to the very Loweft, wherefore.it one be touched, t¢ tremblca 
or fhakes wholy-on the fudden, and fucha touching, foundseven 
to the other.end; and. one Inferior being moved,: the Superior is 


~ alfo moved,unto which that doth anfwer and correfpond ; As the 


firing in any InStrument being touched, canfes all the reft to 
tremble. 
So it is manifeft, that all Inferior things are under the Superiors, 
and after a manner (as faith Preclws ) are within.each other, to 
wit, the Higheft in the Lowelt,and the Lowelt in the Higheft: {fo 
earthly things are in Heaven, bur as in.a celeftial caufe and manner ; 
and the Celcftial are in Earth, but after an earthly manner, to wit, 
according co the efiect. So we fay that here are fome things So- 
lar, ead fome things Lwxzer, in which the Suz and Adoon doth 
caufe-fomewhat of their virtve, whence fuch like things do re- 
ceive very many operations and prepertics, agreeable to the 
operatious and properties of the Stars and Sig#s under which they 
are. 

So it is manifellly known to all Nat#ralits and Phyficians,that 

Sober things have relation to the Head and Heart, becaufe of Lea 
the Houfe of the Suu, and Aries his Exeltation ; and thofe of 
JAars have relation to the Head and Privy parts, becaufe of 4- 
ries and Scorpio, the two Honfes of AZars, and fo of thereft. So 
you fee that all J#ferior virtaes do correfpond with their Ce/c/i- 
al, the Cele/tial with their Intellectual, and the Iutellefiual with 
the Ideal and eArchitypical, or firft Caufe. 

So the Elements are to be found in all things, ‘but differently ; 
for in thefe Inferior but muddy and thick, but.in the Celeftial more 
pure and bright,in the Super-celeftial living and blefled every ways: 
The Elements are therefore the /deas of things to be produced, in 
the Intelligences as Powers deftributed, in the Heavens as Vir- 
twes, inthefe Inferior things.as thicker Forms, 

So the Light, avery formal Quality, and a fimple AG, and 
Image of an intelligence (or Spirit,) firkt is diftufed into all chings 
by the divine Adind : but in God himfelf the Father, who is the 


| Father of Lights, itisthe firjt andtree Light; and afterward in 
the Son, zhe enlightening and. abounding Brightne/s of the Fa- 
| C2 . 
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ther, inthe Spirit a burning Fulger, exceeding even the undet= 


{tanding of the Seraphins (as Diony firs faith,) being diffuled i” “a 


the Angels, it becomes a /hining underfianding, and a Foy (hed 


forth above the bounds of Rea/ox, yet received by divers degrees, j 
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os 
ay 


according to the Nature of the /wtelligence receiving ; afterward” 


it defcends into the ce/eftial things, where tt is madea plenty of 
life,and an effedtzal Propogation,and allo a vifible Brightne/s, and 

in the Fire acertain watural force imprinted by the Celeftials : 

Lattly, in Adan itis made a bright difcourfe of Reafon, arid the 

knowledg of divine things, and wholy rational: And this allo is 
manifelt by the disfofition of the body, as the Peripareticks will 
have it, or which I conceive is more true,according to the pleafure 
of the Caufe giving, which diftributes to every one according to 
his Will, from thence it pafferh the fancy, and ag yet it isabove the 
fenfes, and being only made imagineable, at length it atrains co the 
fenfes, and efpecially to that of the eyes, in that it is made'a wifble 
clearnefs,and is {tretched forth in each of thefe profpicious bodies, 
in which it becomes a colour, and a fbining firene/s.; in dark, 
things it becomes a helpful ingendering virtue, and pierceth even 
unto the center, where the beams being collected into a arrow 
fpace, it becomes 'a dark beat, tormenting and boyling: 

So all feel the force of Light according to their capacity, which 
joyning all chings to it felfby a guickeming beat,and going through 
all things that have Being , brings forth their qualities and vir 
‘tees through every thing. ; : 

So you {ee that all /uferior things are in the Superior, Dut more 
clear and perfect then here below; fo all Saperior‘wirtues are’ to 
be found in the /feriors, more or lefs anfwerable to the capacity 
of the Rece:ver, but more grofs and muddy, and not fo powerfal 


and operative as in their Superiors. For we fee by experience; that 


all Aedicines are compofed of feveral'ix aeredichcies, becaufe of the 
imperfection of the virtze of one material in its operation, and 
therefore they ftrengthen that imperfect property by addition of 
others‘of the like kind, that\fo they might produce thole proper 

effedts propofed bythe Arrs. 2 Wate 
Ingenuous Reader, Thope by this that AZegick ts no fuch Artas 
the moft of men ignorantly take it robe, nor asthe Anthor of thae 
ae se Pam. 
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Magick ( Aftrology vindicated, 13 
Pamplet is pleafed to efteem‘of it; for had it been fo, certainly it 
would have been reproved in’ Solomon, theawifelt of men, who 
without doubt- was excellently acquainted with this AZysery ; 
for his knowledg in Nat#reowas {uch,and fo perfect, that he knew 
and underftood the virtues and’ properties of all Trees}. Plaxts, 
Beafts, Fowls,and Fifbes, with their Times and Seafens ; he allo 
declared their virrwes and #/es in the curing of Di/eafes, (as Sui- 
das reports,) whofe words are to this cflect, That Solomon Wrote 
of the Remedy of all Difeafes, and graved the fame upon the fides 
of the Porch of the Temple, which Exekias pulled down, as-the 
fame Author faith. ‘Nay fofephws goeth farther, and faith, chac 
wrote Books of Jnvosations and Inchantments to cure Difeafes, 
and to expel evil Spirits, he alfo fpeaketh of one Eliazarss, who 
by the Root in So/omas Ring, difpoffeffed divers perfons of evil 
Spirits inthe prefence of VeSpafiax, and-many others. So alfo 
Mofes, the Law-giver'and Prince of the Hebrews, endued with 
Magickin Egypt, is read inv fofephus to have made Rings of Love 
and Forget fislac/s : ‘This 1am really pertwaded; that’ A0/es was 
very knowing ‘in all the fecrets of Nature; or as one faith, aman 
that was! the molt excellently learned in all Divine and Humane 
Kuorledg;:and for ought asol do: know, ‘ was.as able to have 
brought forth the'Pradutts of Nature inas admirable ‘away, as 
didthe AZagicians ot Egypt before Pharaoh ; for] conceive that 
he was as knowing inthe fecret.and occult werkings of Nature as 
they’: “And whereas it is a received Opinion of! many, That. thofe 
Eregs which the AZagicians of Egypt did produce were but falfe 
Semblences ; my opinion is otherwife: for 1am really convinced, 
that AZo/es, that man fent and impowered:of God for fo eminent 
a work, could not be deceived with {uch falfe Appearances. But 
I fhalladhere tothe Judgment of that learned Parsfenfes, who 
faith, That infach works the fudden: generation of Frogs, Lice, 
and Worms, and fome other creatures, in all which Nature alone 
worketh, but by means. {trengthening’ the feeds of Nature, and 
quickning them in fuch.wife, chat they fo haften the work of gene. 
ration,chat it feemeth not.to beithework of zature to the ignorant 
which ufually worketh:more (lowly; but:ithey think it’ tobe done 
by the power of Devals ; butithicey whoare learned in. thofe ae 
| matve

marvel not atfueh workings, but glorifie the Creator, Many the 
like things may.and have been done by no unjult way or means,but 
wholy by the more /ecret and oceale Workings of Nature, which 
to thofe that apprehend not the. way of eperation, have had a far- 
mife.of a Diabolical Agent ; Duc their ignorance. hath. mifled 
them, as.it doth many at this day : And I were able todeliver the 
Precepts of fome learned men fer Inflances, but it may fuffice thae 
I have cleared che fubstantial Grounds of Adagick,, and have vin- 
dicated that excellent Art from. thofe grofs Calumnjes and A/- 
perjions that have beenlaidaipon it, either by men wholy ignorant 
init, or fuch who-haye received-a prejudice againft it, to both, 1 
fay, that they,may.as well afperlethe AZagiced Policy of Faced, in 
canting the fronge/t Cattcl of Labax to bring forth /potted young

“his love to his Country-men, .in reftoring of this Are, which was 
almoftloft,not only here,but almoft all Exrope over, whofelearned 
‘Works; Eimuft freely acknowledge) were the firlt’ grounds and-canfe 
“of ny prefent attainments, ) and others, who was and arexconver- 
fant in the fPdy of ‘this excellent Art < witnels thofe feveral 
Books of theirs now extent, which contains nothing elfe but Prog- 
“nofticrs ot Pro phecies of ‘future events, that were to be brought 
to pafs.in their fit feafons by means Of the Superiors, who.areno- 
thing elfe’ but ‘mini/fring Powers appointed to: difperfe or carry 
down thofé determinations of the firft Caufe, committed unto 
them by the /nteliigences ruling, and this is that orderly way by

which are the fore-runners of fome ftrange Accidents cms Chang® 
to befall the World in general, or fome Kingdom, Sta¥e, Cities? 
Families,or Perfons, who had their firft beginnings under fuch of 
fuch a determinate Horofcope, and Celeftial Conff ellation, who 
with their beginnings receive a wonderful wért#e of working or 
fuffering, yea in fuch a manner, that it becomes obedient to that 
power ruling it in the Heavens, as our bodies are obedient to our 
Souls ; fo that when the Celeftial Bodies are moved to any Change 
or Variation, then are thofe things which are fubjeét to chat or 
that Celeftial Body or Conftellatton moved and changed anfwer- 
able. Now this intenfivé work or change. which is determined in 
the firft Caufe,is made manifeft in the Heavens fome {pace of rime 
more or lefs before it is brought to pafs upon thefe Inferiors here 
below; fo that thofe that are learned in the Liberary of Heaven, 
fees before-hand what is like to come -to pafs upon fuch or fucha 
Kingdom,State,F amily, ot perfons. Now for him that is verfed 
in the knowledg of their Effects, to declare what the ixtentios of 
the firft Canfe is in reference to any of thefe particular ones,fhould 
be eccounted and termed a Conjurer, itch, and the like, what 
do they but as much as in them is, to ftigmatife the fecondary 
Caufes, who are fervants to the firft Canfe, to wit;God, who hath 
made and framed them by his unfpeakable Wifdom tn fuch a /eries 
and order of correfpondency, that they anfwer to all things more 
orlefs here below, as they agree with the /nredigences and [dea's 
ofall things above; fo that they do neceffarily work, and fo ne- 
ccfarily produce their proper effects, upon thofe things that they 
govern in this inferior world, either to /eve and concerd, or to 
frife aod enmity, which we call goed and evi/: and the caufe 
why they operate not fo ftrongly and effeCtually, is becanfe of the 
anequality of thé matter ; for in (uch things in which the fuperi- 
or hath not that Rule and Domination as in others, in thofe they 
work more flowly and imperfect, whictris not becaufe of the ix- 
ability of their influence and virtue, but becanfe of the 21/zirabi- 
lity ot the Subject; for chey rule in {ome things more, in others 
lefs, yet they produce their effects in all, {uitable to the correfpon- 
dency of the matter with them; fo that there i$ nothing in the 
inferior world, which is not more or lefs agreeing with thefe 
D Celeftia 
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Celeftial GAuences, and Heavenly Virtues. 
But now I fhall defcerid to Particulars, as to declare the partica- 
lar Effects of the fuperior Influences upon particular ones. But 
f ft, That they have relation to the World in general, take but 
hat one lnftance of Petrus de Aliaco concerning the Univerfal 
Flood, who quoting A/bxmazer, who did by Calculation of the 
Motions of the two /#perior Planets.to wit, Satern and jupiter, 
did find chat they did come to Conjunction in Cancer, a watery 
Sign, and in the fourth Houfe of Heaven, the which Sign was (as 
the fame Author doth affirm) the H. stofcope of the Heavens firkk 
Motion, viz. when the Creation was finithed, and. all Celeftial . 
bodies had received their power of motien,in the which they were 
to continue, for the product of thofe determinate effects upon the 
world, according to the sercation of the firft Caufe. In this par- 
ticular Inttance 4 curious eye may {ee much ; by the which Con.. 
junction (as fome learned Authors doth aver) that that Juft man 
Noab had the fore-knowledg of the general Deluge: For, asthe 
faid 4/iaco confirmeth, that although Noah did well know the 
nies by divine Revelation ,yet this Conjunétion being notorious, 
he could not be ignorant of the fecond Canfes from the firft Caufe, 
for that was not only.a Sign, buca working Cale, by its power - 
received from the frit Cante,which i is God himfelt ; and alfo chac 
°y the Windows of Heaven, Afofes meant this watery Conuntit- 
: The Authors words are thefe ; It pleafed God (faith ‘he) to 
ordain by the courfe of the Heavens [uch a Conftellation, by the 
Which all men might [ce therein their owa acstruction coming, 
and fo forfake thofe wicked Ways wherein they walked, ana call 
npon God for mercy. And of the fame Judgment was the learned 
Parifien, hs, who underftood that by the Wixdows of Heaven were 
meant the great Conjunction of thofe two aneniae Planets, of 
thefe watery Conjtellations, Cancer, Pifces, Pleiades, Hyades, ‘and 
Orion ; and of che Planets, Venus and the Moox, which are the 
forcible Canes of the greatest Tnundatioss : His own words are 
thefe; J perceive not what the Prophet of the Hebrews meaneth 
by the(e words, the windows of Heaven, anle/s be meaneth there- 
by thofe Celeftial Powers, by whofe influence are engenacrea the 
Rain, aia Inandations of Waters, [uch a are the een ee of 
ancer 
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Cancer, cc. The which Conjunction happened (according to the 
opinion of Afbumazur ) 279 years, 248 days, and 9 hotirs before 
that -i¢ did thew its cffeéts upon the intertor world: Aad thus it 
pleafed God, that in the Courfe of his unfearchable Wifdom, that 
this Conjun@tion fhould be at fuch a time, by which means there 
was vigour and faculty added for ‘the operation of every vir- 
tue, by which violent Eruptions of Springs and Foantains was 
catrfed-from the abundance of the zrea/ure of their waters, taking 
retention from the (losds,and condenfing 2yr into Water,a change 
familiar in thefe Elements by the Miniltry of his Angels,the which 
is the ordinary way of the firft Caufe, for rhe producing of his de- 
terminations upon the inferior world ; { mean, by fich fecondary 
Canfes, as was the Conjun@ion of thefe two fuperior Plavers, 
viz, Saturn and fupiter, the effects of which retuleed into thar 
Univerfal Deluge,or general overflowing of the whole Earth with 
the Element of Water. Bat this fhall tuffice for the due proof of 
the firft particular, to wit, That the Celeftial Badies have an Influ- 
ence upon the World, for the producing of ftrange ¢ffects, as they 
are Inftruments under the firft Canfe, and alfo they are as co us Ma- 
nifeftations befote-had of their Events. | 

But now I hall proceed to the fecond particular, viz. That the 
Heavenly Bodies have an Influence upon Kingdems and States, 
anid that to the manifeftation of their particular fates or changes, 
the which we have found by Experience of late years in this Ifland, 
verified to the purpofe, and not only this, bur that of /re/and,all or 
moft of them made oue before by M. £i//y and others,and by none 
other way or means bur by the Art of A/frelozy,by the which they 
have to the putpofe declared the Events and Effects of the Hea- 
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venly Bodies in their Influcnce, and in what particulars they would 
rnanifelt themidlves. But for the berter clearing of this particular, 
i fhall give you oné or two aacient Prefdents, long ago broughe 
topafs: As for inftance, That Star which fuddenly appeared in 
the time of Hivparchus, which fignified the transterring of the 
Greekifh Empire into the hafics of thé Romans, which was not 
effected till 63 years afcer, which begun about 42 years before 
Chri. Dic not the Conjunction of Saturn and Pupiter in the 
year 1425. which were in Scorpio,a treacherous and falfe Sign, find 
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20 Magick & Aftrology vindicated, 
ns in Engdendengaged ina War with France, Spain at, the fame 
time in divifion abou: a Succeffor in the Royal Power, and under 
the effects of rhe fame Conjun@ion Henry the fixth was crowned 
at Paris? Alfo under the Conjun@tion of the two Superiors in 
the year 1603. in the Sign of Sagitariws, did not 7ames King of 
Scotland come to be King of England ¢ And as Mr Li//y faith in 
that unparalled Piece, viz. Englands Prophetical Merlin, {peak- 
ing of this Conjun@tion, nfeth thefe words, Conld a more memo- 
rable thing be in this world, then for a Scottifh King to become 
AMonarch of the English, and that without blows, confidering the 
former Antipathy betwixt both Nations ? Was not this in effect 
a new Monarchy, yea and a great one, to be King of England, 
Scotland,and Ireland ? And hath not Jredavd {uffered to the put- 
pofe under the effects of thefe two Lazar Eclipfes, which was 
total, which happened the laft year in the CowStel/ations of Tau- 
rus and Scorpio , the one being Conjunction with that kingly 
Star of the firlt s4agnitude, called ~dldeberion, or the Bulls eye, 
of the nature of AZars ; the other in the Conftellation of Scorpie, 
a moft viporons Sign, with fixed ftars of the nature of AZars and 
Saturn, whofe effects did and doth {til fhew themfelves power- 
fully upon that deplorable Iffand, to the great deftruction of her 
Natives; all which might have been fore-feen by thofe that are 
coriverfant in contemplating of the Heavens, and yet by no combi- 
nation with the Powers that rule in the dark World. And was not 
that Comer which appeared in the year 1618.4 fore-runner of ma- 
ny Changes and Mutations almoft all Europe over? And I be- 
lieve thar Scot/and hath no caufe to boaft of the Effetts of the 
Conjunction of the two malevolent Planets, viz. Saturn and 
Mars in July lait. They who are defirous to view things of this 
nature, if their own prejudice doth not detain them, they may read 
thofe two Books of Mr Lilly's, viz. Englands Prophetical Mer- 
lin, and The worlds Catastrophe, the ficlt publifhed in 1644. the 
other in 1647. the which wil produce variety of Prefidents of 
this nature, the which are things of that excellency and worth, that 
to an ingenuous man never the like were extent in Ewrope. I could 
be more large in this particular, but ‘this I hope will fatisfie the 
wile, for others I matter not, whofe /#upsdity all the Prefidents a

the world is not able to convince. 

Bat now I fhall defcend to the third particular, viz. That the 
Heavenly Bodies have an Influence upon particular Cities, and do 
fhew forth fome ftrange Change or A1ntation in their Govern- 
ments, Laws, Cuftoms, Liberties, Lofs,and Profit, which are all 
_ made ont before con{picuoufly by the fuperior Bodies, according 
tothe determination of the firft Canfe, by whofe goodnels all Ci- 
ties flourifh, and by whofe will they again decline in- their glory 
and pomp, and then fail into flavery and deftruction: fo it is no 
wonder at Adonarchies, Kingdoms and Cities do change their 
manner of Government, and asit were a thing forfken of its pre- 
fidential Angel, flying to another nature of other power ; and 
fo always Kingdoms. and Cities, when they have attained to the 
height of their glory, they then decline, and become worfe and 
worle both in their Government and (uftoms, and by that means 
the conditions of men become contrary, fo that a /pirit of hatred 
and /edition is generated, which produces ruine and deftruction, 
or a transferring of the Goverment thereot unto ftrangers: as 
was that moft magnificent and glorious City of Constantineple 
from under the Government of Chriftians, now become the Seas 
Royal of the Paganifo Mahomitan, whieh was effected under the 
Influence of the Conjun@tion of the two Superiors in Cascer, in 
the year 1444. whofe Afcendant is Cancer, the Sign of the Con- 
junction, whofe Chriftiax Beauty then declined into a Pagarifp 
Deformity: And did not the fame Conjun@ion produce a vaft 
Jofs to the Venicians, by an Inundation of the Sea, to she value of 
a Million of money, whofe Afcendant is that watery Sign of (zv- 
cer? And I believe that Lovdow hath no caufe to boatt of its be-_ 
nefit char it hath.received from the, effects of the laft Conjunctien » 
of Saturn and Fupiter it the year 1642. which was in Pi/ces, 
which beholds the Afcendant of Lozdon with a hateful Square ; 
and was not Afercury the Lord thereof under the Sun beams, and 
afpected by the Moon with aSquare? Arguments of no good to 
redound toit: Neither will theflow motion of malicious Saturn 
through the Conftellation of the Twins, wiah the Conjunction of 
angry Mars, which was in 7xly laft,produce any caule of boafting 
to the Jubabitants of London, either in their Civil Power or Com- 
D 3 merce 
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merce, the which fome {pace of time may and will make manifeft, 
though not to the conviction of their /e/fi Opinions, yet will 
prove fatal I fear to their Trade and Commerce, the which the 
declination of their Effates will teftifie: AndI with, O Loxdox, 
that thou may{tnot feel the effects thereof alfo in thy Goverz- 
ment, whofe Glory exceeds almoft all the Cities in Europe > May 
not the time be, and that fhortly, that thy pomp and beauty in thy 
Soctetics may de éclip{ed + I with tt may nor, yer I profeis I fear 
ic: But no more of that. Have we not had a clear demonftration 
of the fading glory of the Royal Power in this Kingdom of late, 
which was hinted, nay clearly manifefted, before-hand in the laft 
Conjunction of the Superiors in Pi/ces, which beheld the Afcen- 
dant of out Exglith Adonarchy with a hateful oppofition, and 
what the product thereof hath been, and is like to be, let the im- 
partial judg ; and not only that Conjunction of:the Supetiors, but 
all thofe eminent Configurations of late yeats have manifetted the 
fame: but more efpecially that frange Apperition Of three Suns 
an Decemb.1648. which were feen vilbly to divers in London,and 
near adjacent, which were the Meffengers of a final Period to.chat _ 
Houle, in refpe of che Regal Power, which were thé Werks of © 
the Intelligencial Angels, who were willing to communicate the 
Decree of the great (reator, which was to be effected ina {aigll 
{pace of time here below, though conceived long before in the bo- 
fom of the firlt Canfe,as all things of rhe like nature are. And fieall 
God be fo willing to fuffer nothing to come to pafs, or be effected 
in this lower world, but doth give unto us firlt Celeftial Declara- 
tions of his Jztenttoas and Determinations, and fhall we call fnch 
as are converfant in the contemplation of thofe Wonders and My- 
fteries, Witches, Conjurers, and the like? © ingratstade, not to 
be parallel’d ! Which of you all who are fo (octith as to abufe the 
Students inthis lawful Art, that would rejeét the counfel of the © 
meaneft man who advifeth you of an apparant danger, which is 
ready for to {e1zé upon you, and declares the prevention Dy ¢gextain 
meanse If you reject it, worfe then mad men: Wilbyou reject 
and flight the Progaofficks of able Artists ? Look to it in time, 
iclt you be branded for your folly in future Ages: For had his late 
Afajesty, and fome great men, really confidered the ae cous of 
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fome Exglifo Artists, ithad been otherwife with then it was. I 
will give you the Paradoxial Prophecy of that able Artift Mr 
| Lnity tn Merlin, pages 10. Wo toagreat Family of Europe, that 
Was,is now, but [hall be no more ; it’s not old, it’s not ancient, like 
- an-untimely birth it’s cut off, and foall never again flourifh either 
in Branch or Root,cc. Lord God, fhall the number of fifty cut off 
more then nve? ot fhalllefs then ninety be alotted for four 2 Shall 
_ the Virgin be barren, and the Lyon have no ifue2 Shalllefs then 
36 end in two? Shall the fecond end in a Cipher ? Shall feven 
come tobe one, and then none ? This is a MyStery to many, yet 
true in its effeéts: part of which is exadtly fuifilled, the reft makes 
hafte, and in ics time maft conciude the Prophecy. I were able to 
produce othet Prefidents of ‘the like nature, but this fhall ferve to 

_elear the Celeftial Influences upon Families, 
-.. ‘Now I thall fpeak bricfly to the alt particular, v7. That the 
Heavenly Bodies have a refpe@ in their Influence to particular 
ones, to the Manifeftation of thofe feveral Occurrences which are, 
to befall them in this inferior world: For. every fingle man and 
woman, when they begin to have Bying: under a determinate Af- 
 feewdant and Heavenly Conftellation, they receive with that Ge- 
ing a wonderful virtue of working and fuffering, more then what 
it receives from its proper kind, by the Influence of the Heavens, 
from the obedience of the matter’ of the thing generable, which 
contains in it {elf properties of the Elemental Virtues, with a fub- 
til ayral spirit which makcs the fimsinal matter fruitful, the which 
is apt to receive any impreffion frony the Celeftial Virtues, and 
the Higher Powers difpofing the Elemental ‘Properties, and doth 
inftamp its virtwe and form upon the generable matter, {uitable 
to its cotrefpondency to the Celeftial Souls, from ghe which 
ground the marter thus formed and difpofed, ic comes to be mo- 
ed to obedience nro thofe Higher Powers; fo that according ro 
the sotiens of the Superiors and their Tofluences, divers effects, in- 
clinations and behaviors.are wrought, not only from the matter 
diverfly. difpofed (asthe moft think.) but from the diverfe Ingu- 
ence of the Superiors, and their different forms ; and thé degrees 
of thefe are diverfly diftribated of God, the firft Caufe of all, who 
remains the fame, diftributes to every one as he fees good, to 
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which the fecondary Caufes do co-operate, Angelical and Celefti- 


al, in their difpofing of the corporal matter, and other things com- — 


mitted to them: So that from hence A/frologiaws fay, That fome 
men are So/ar, andfome men AZercurial, and fo of the reft, be- 
caufe that they have received in their beginnings, virtme and opera 
tion from thofe Bodies, in the correfpondency of theit feminal 
matter with thofe Stars, both in their bodies and inclinations, 
which fhew themfelves more confpicuonfly aad powerful when 
the ratersaé facalty hath attained its proper power and ftrength, 
which it reccived at its firft Being : So that inclinations and beha- 
viers of all men do appear in their workings or fufferings more 
or lefs, fuitable to that virtwe which they have received from the 
Superiors, and correfpond with them, fo far forth as they rule 
thofe properties ; for in fome men the wirtse of the Celeftial Souls 
are lefs drowned, and lefs incumbered with cextrariety, and in 
fuch that virtwe is more confpicuous and perfect then in others, 
which made the Platewichs to fay, That Celeftial Virtnes were 
infufed accerding to the defert of the matter ; which we {ee ve- 
rified in Chrift, who by reafon of the purity and perfection of the 
corporal meatter, it was capable to receive the fulnefs of the Divi- 
nity ,in Whom it dwelt (ag the Scripture faith) bods/y, the excellency 
ef whofe Perfon was manitefted to the A¢agi at his Birth by that. 
xew Star whichled them to his prefence to worfhip him, which 
was aCele/tial Demonjtration of his Divise Defceat : Not un- 
like to chat was the Star in the time of e4uguftus Cefar, inthe 
which Sybilsa Tiburtina Thewed to the faid Auguftus the Image 
of a beantifal Virgix,holding a Boy in her bofom,and faying, Ths 
Chile 13 more woble and greater then thou, Wworfbip kim. And 
according to the verification of fome learned Authors, the Hore- 
{cope of our Saviours Nativity was in the fir Decade of M1 irg0, 
in the which before his AZanifestation in the flefh was a Conjun- 
Hien of Saturm, Jupiter and Atercury, which did fore-fhew his 
Birth: And according te the opinion of A/bumazer, that in the 
fame Decade of Firgo, afcendeth a beautiful V trgia, Of scomely 
Body, pleafunt ( onntenance, neodeft Attire, long Hair, holdin 
tno Plums in ber hand, fitting upow a golden Throne, and nourif 
ing 4 Boy. And of the fame opinidn was Abrakam,wholé woe 
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aréthele ; “There afcendeth ia the firft face of Virgo avery fair 
Virgin, having long Hair, holding two ears of Cori in her hand, 
and fhe fitteth spon a feat, and nourifbing ab ttle Boy by giving 
him fuck , and enciting him to cat: All which were nothing elfe 
but Angelical Manifestations of that parity and perfection of 
Nature which was to be brought forth into the world in the Hz- 
manity of Chrift, the which I think no ingenuous man will deny, 
Butnow I will proceed. Now becanfe of this izberent correfpon- 
dent Property which the matter of the Body hath received trom 
the /uperior Powers and Virtues in its beginning of Being,it comes 
tobe moved to thofe feveral ations ot paffion, either of ove or 
enmity, by the movings of the Superiors to the like, for in them ic 
is firft conceived, and fo carried down by theit Influence upon 
thofe Bodies, that havea /ecret virtue of cortefpondency, and a 
reciprocal property of embracing thofe Influences; from whence I 
conceive that that part of A/frolocy hath its Ground which we 
call Horary Dueftions s for it is found by large experience, thac 
when any perfor is moved really in his mind to any particular AG, 
and is catried out to propofe a queftion to an Artift, that then che 
Heavens and thofe fuperior Bodies do contaffa true and real de- 
{eription of the Act and its event, anfwerable to that operation or 
mioving of the inferior mind of the perfon ; for whatfloever is a@- 
ed in and by nian, is ar firftconcéived in the Heavens, and fo fara 
good expericut Artif ts Hot deceived ; but when thére is no fuch 
moving inthe Superiots, then there is Ho perfect moving or opera- 
tion upon or itt the mitid of a perfor, but imperfed’, and fuchas it 
is, doris formetimes produce a flight defire or will in the perfon to 
know fomethiig, bur what he knows not ; and in this refpect the 
Heavens give no demont{tration of the event, which in many young. 
Aretifts hath beer the'caafe( fear) of thofe' many falle Judgments, 
which arife from 4 want of a true knowledg and underftanding of 
the minds of the Supertors, which Ignorance hach canfed them to 
{peak theit own thowghes for the fence’of the Heavens, as if they 
had‘alf che fapetior Bodies, with their feveral Zatel/zgences inthe 
bridle of their Pocker cain; bur they onght to know, that thofe 
Divine Powers’ are’ not ordained to. ferve men to fuch bafe ends, 
whofe ford prefumprion is as as Phactons toy, who to de- 
clare 
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clare himfelf of the ltnage of Heaven.produced his ownoverthrow, 
and others ruines: If you be the true fons of Art, undertake no 
{uch asspoffibilities, as to rule the Heavenly Powers with the reins 
of your own fancies... I {peak this to thofe young Students, who 
are (Lam afraid) not well acquainted with the matural Motion of 
the Orbs,much lefs with thofe excellent Powers that are Rulers of 
them under the firft Caufe. And not only of them alone, but of 
the Terreftial world in their due order, for a certain limit of time, 
appointed by the Wifdom of that chief Good, who made all things 
in form and order, and doth by his Power,given forth to thofe his 
Celeftial Minifters,govern it in the like form and order,to the fhew- 
ing forth of his Majcity,Glory,Power, and infinite Wifdom ; and 
every Age from the beginning is found by obfervation to have 
had fome kind of refpect in their a@tions co the nature of the An- 
gel or Spirit chen Ruling, fuitable to the capacity of thofe then go- 
verned ; and if I miftake not, we in this prefent Age are under the 
Rule of Raphael, which is the caufe (according to the determina- 
tion of the firft Caufe) of thofe abundant Se@s, Opinions, Herefies, 
Fancies of the brain Disputes, Contentions, Subtilty, Fal/bood, 
Onftability, cunning and Witty Policy, and the like, of all which 
the former Ages knew not the like: Thisis a great Myftery to 
moft, and a thing not perfect to any ; I mean, the true knowledg 
of this Angelical Rule, the which our Reafons are not able to af-_ 
cend up unto, but hath been found ont by obfervation of fome in 
former Ages, and the experience of fome of late, learned in the 
moft occult Powers of Nature. And a Myftery not inferior to. 
this, is that fecret virtue and admirable fignification that is mani- 
feftly known by long experience to be in thofe twelve Divifions of 
the Heavens, called the twelve Adanfions or Houles of Heaven,and 
have relatign to all things appertaining to the life, quality, and con- 
dition of every one in what relation foever he may or can be; the 
which fecret virtue in the Heavens is hid from the eyes of our 
Reafon, though the virtue, power and fignification of them are 
dayly found by experience, which is no ftrange thing that our 
Reafon fhould not fathom the depth thereof to find the Canfe and 
Ground: For we fee the manifeftation of the virtue of the Load- 
ftone ina vilible attraction of Iron to it felf, byt know not the fe- 
cree

cret Canfe thereof: And fuch virtues the Philofophers called 
hidden Onalities becaufe the Caufes of them are hid,{o that mans 
nnderftanding cannot find them out no ways,but long obfervation 
and experience hath found out many things of the like Nature, 
which Search and Reafon could not attain. As for inftance; We 
fee that in the ftomack the meat that we eat is digefted by hear, 
which we truly know, fo itis transformed by a /ecret virtue, 
which we know not, but not by heat; for then why not at the 
fire,as well as in the ftomack ? but thar of a certain it is transtorm- 
into adue nonrifhment of the Body, by what virtue we are not 
able to find. So alfo it is reported, thac the Eaffridg concocts cold 
and moit hard Iron, and digelts it into a due nourifhment of its 
body, whofe ftomack (as it is reported) is not hare wich hot Iron: 
So the Echenes {tops the fhip, and the Salamander abides the fire 
without hurt,and the Améer draws all things to it except Bafil: 
thefe are the works of hidden Virtues, which we admire and are 
amazed at, as unknown to us in refpect of their Caufes; but our 
experience doth find the vifible working, and the effects of thofe 
fecret and occult properties. 

I hope, gentle Reader, by this, that this excellent Art of Affro-. 
logy isno fuch ching as the world thinks it to be, nor as that ridi- 
culous Pamphlet termsit ; thou feeft ic clear from the jealonfie of 
a Diabolical Agent ; init there isno workings by a combination 
with the power of the dark world, but.to be wholly celeftial and 
divine. And although fome men have abufed it to bafe ends, by 
the inftigation of the Devil, and hath bewitched fome fancies, and 
and led them to Idolatry asa Doétrine of Religion, and corrupted 
the word ¢4/trology by giving a divine Power to the Stars which 
they have not, that is, an independing Power of themfelves, and fo 
have been efteemed as gods, and not as Inftruments fet up by the 
firft Caufe ; all which I contemn ; but the abufe of the thing takes 
not away the Art, confidering chac the Heavenly Bodies have and 
do exercife their virtues upon the Inferiors: For it is vulgarly 
known to thofe who have but the {malleft knowledg of the Cele. 
{tial Bodies, That the Sun and Star of AZars doth dry, the Moon 
doth moiften, and govern the Tydes of the Sea, thac fapiter and 
Mercury doth produce winds,and ae dark and ob{cure wea-

"her, and that the flars do differ in magnitude, and toall the tars 
God hath given cheir proper names, which had they not influences 
and virtues different they need nor. And asit is Lawful in all the 
parts of it, as T have fpoken before : - 

So alfo it is moft Ancient, and was practifed by the moft good 
and holieft men. For Cham the fon of Noah, who (as Caffianus 
reporteth) was knowing not only in this Att, bue in all the feven 
Libral Sciences, who having a fore-knowledg of the Univerfal 
Flood, that he might preferve his attainments to after Ages, en. 
graved them in 14 Pillars, feven of Buck ro refit the injury of fire, 
and feven of Brafs to oppofe the force of waters all which others 
conceive were knowa to that juft and holy man‘ Nosh , and 
left by hima his fons. So alfo 4brabans,that righteous man (as 
j ofepbus rcports) was very much leatned in thefe Arts, more then 
any other in that Age, if he did not abundantly exceed them all, 
differing from the wifdom of after Times in this,that he knew and 
acknowledged the true Canfe and Giver of life and vittue to Na- 
ture,aiid allnatural chings ; whereas others forgetting this, adored 
the Inftruments or fecond Canfes, and did attribure- proper 
itrength to the things themfelves, from which the cfeéts ‘were fen- 
fible, which belongs to that Wifdom, which beitg one,and remain 
ing init felf, can do-all things, and reneweth all. And Eupolemon 
doth afficm, Thae zbrabam,the holieht and wifelt of men, did fir 
teach the C baldegas,then the Pheuitiass, and lafily the E Lyptian 
Priefts, Altrology and Divine Knowledg ; and that he did (,as 
Phils faith) diligently contemplate the Heavens, which the Scrip- 
tare feemeth to hint out, inthe promife of God to him concerning 
the mulreplicity of Kis Seed. So alfo that good man Jacob under- 
ftood that the Swa (itithe dream of Fo/eph) had fignification of 
himfelf, and that thé 2700 was meant his wife, and the eleven 
Stars his fons. Alfo fob, that juft man, was verfed in the know- 
ledg of the ftars, where he denominateth the names of Arturus, 
Orion, and Pleiades, and alfo the divifions of the-Heavens and. 
Earth in thofe words, and the Climates of the South; fo that when 
God pleaded his own Power and Greatnefs, he nfeth the fame 
Stirs or Conftellations to convince Fob with, and alfo doth declare 


their Influence upon the Elemencary Propercies, for faith he, Can/t 
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thoureftrain the [weet Influence of the Pleiades, or unloofe the 
bands of Orion ? Canft thon guide Arturus aud his fons ? What 
the product of their Influence there meant, let all Commenters de- 
clare, and all fuch as have received a prejudice againft this lawful 
Art contemplate in their minds. So likewile A/o/es, a man of 
God, was verfed excellently in all the learning of the Egyptians, 
who were a people that were moft rare in the knowledg of thefe 
Arts, more then any other Nations whatfoever, So Daniel and 
the three Children, it isfaid, That rhe King found them ten times 
better then all the Magicians and Astrologers that Were in his 
Realm ; which had they not been knowirg in both thofe Sciences, 
they would not have been compared with them, for always a wile 
man maketh comparifons in things of a like nature; and how un- 
teafonable and unjuft would the Decree have been, that Daniel 
and his fellows fhould have beemflain, with the reftof the wife 
men of Babel, had not they been Profcffors of the fame Sciences ? 
For the Scriptute faith, That the Decree went forth, that the Wile 
men [pond be lain ; and they fought after Daniel and bis fellows 
to flay them with the reff. And Solomon, the wifelt of men, ws 
excellently acquainted with the watwral virtues of things, alfo in 
their operations and effets, with their fevetal Times and Seafons, 
for to every action and thing chereis a time appointed by the inft- 
nite Wifdom and Fore-knowledg of the firft Caufe, the whic 
time and feafon in reference to means and event is either good or 
evil, not that there is any evilin Time it (elf, but in refpect of uhofe 
many effects that are by certain means to be prodaced,for all thirizs 
and 2étions are manifefted in their due times and feafons, fo that all 
things follow in‘their kind each other by a certain creraal cont 
nvity, and in thisregard Time comes to be termed good or evil; 
For this is clear, that all creatures have their feafons of beginning 
of life, motion, ftrength, 8c. bur not all at one and the fame rime. 
So in the Heavens, all things and actions, which are to be brought 
to pats here below, até not conceived in the minds of the Celeitial 
Souls at one and the fame citne, but anfwerable to thofe times and 
feafons in the which they are to be manifefted here 1n this inferior 
world; and therefore for any to expect to havea demonftration 
from: the Heavens of future events before their feafon, {hall and 
Pas muir 
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matt acknowledg that-he looked for ic in an evil time, | 
And thus have I given thee, Ingenuous Reader, an Jmparteal 


Account of the Lawfulnefs of both thefe 47ts, which is the pre- 
fent apprehenfion that I have of them,according to that fimall mea- 


fare of knowledg that I have attained to in my privare ftudy, 


which is but as it were of yefterday,and the firft of this nature that 
I ever attempted to commit to writing, which indeed was drawn 
from me by che importunity of fome private friends,who are well- 
withers to thefe excellent Arts, though but fecretly for ther own 
private Exercife and Recreation ; for my own part, did I but ap- 
prehend upon a real Experiment, that there were tn the true and 
fubftantial Grounds of this Art any évil and Diabolical Incum- 
brance , I would be the firft chat fhould according to my weak 
abilities manifeft it co the world ; for 1am one thatas to any Art 
am not fo taken witha blind affe@tion, that to conclude it to be 
abfolate and lawful for my affe@tion fake, but can and will refrain 
the Study of any Art or Science, of the which my Reafon and Ex- 
periment ts convinced, to be unlawful, and not convenient for a 
Chriftians Exercife. I profefs,I had not appeared in Print, had not 
that {mall Pamphlet been fo long without an Anfwer; and 
though it doth not contain any folid Argument againft either of 
thefe Arts, yet {uch is the fond prejudice thar many in Exgland 
hath taken again{t them, that chey are ready to conclude that it is 
indeed fo as that Book reports, and alfo that I might draw forth 
fome more able then my felf to vindicate thefe Adres, and it is very 
probable that which I have done toward that end may find cen- 
fures from many: Some may call me a Star-gazer ; I tell thee 
whatfoever thou art, I can {ee thy folly and ignorance in the leaft - 
ftar, and thy great Creators Glory in the fmalleft beam: Others 
may fay, That of 4 Christian I ans become a Difciple to Plato; I 
profefs I cannot fee one feat in his School for thy ignorance,whofe 
comtnon Precepts were more divine then thy belt Profeffion, and 
fuch as thou who termeft thy felf a Chriftian not capable to re- 
ceive. And for my felf, I defire truly to be Philofopher in the 
right knowledg of the Caufe of Caufes; tobe a Platonick, ina 
frue apprehenfion of the Angelical and Intele€tual World ; tobea 
Star-gazer, fo that Imay really contemplate the Heavens, and 
Geleftial 
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Celeftial Bodies ; tobe a Steick,, to attainagreat meafure of P2- 
tience ; tobe a Hermet, as*to the incombrances of the world ; 
and yet to be a Chriftian, inthe true reception of the benefit of 
my Saviours Paffion, which is the way for me to my Perfe€tion. 

And therefore to all you Seudents in Magick and Aftrology, 
fee that you walk humbly with your God, be not proud of your 
attarmments, for you have received them; havea good Confci- 
ence in your walkings toward men, fo fhall you be more able to 
operate truly in thefe Arts ; labour to reduce your fpirits into the 
form &likenefs of thofeCeleftial Powers,and then you may receive 
divine Power and Virtue from them; and ftudy to know thy 
Creator in all thofe abundance of Creatures that thou feeft fcatter- 
ed up and down in the world, in which more or lefs of his Glory 
and Brightnefs doth refide,and then how happy wilt thou be: Let 
not Covetoulnels overfway thy Judgment, and then both thefe 
Arts willbe Honorable,in {pight ef all Oppofers. This is all that 
I have to write as to this prefent Zreatife, and fo fubfcribe my felt
